COLD  STORAGE  REPORT,  OCTOBER  1,  I96I 

Commodity  summar;^ 

The  beginning  of  October  brought  new  records  to  the  warehousing  industr^^.  Product 
weight  in  refrigerated  space  totaled  5.8  billion  pounds^  the  largest  ever  recorded 
for  October  1.    E^eezer  held  products  totaled  3.G  billion  pounds,  a  new  high  for  the 
month.    Occupancy  of  public  freezer  space  at  61  percent  was  the  highest  since 
December  1,  19514- .    Holdings  of  frozen  vegetables,  at  1.3  billion  pounds,  frozen 
fruits,  at  596  million  pounds,  and  frozen  poultrj.",  at  U16  million  pounds,  were  the 
largest  for  any  m.onth  on  record.    Frozen  turkeys  reached  a  new  high  for  October  1 
with  268  million  pounds  in  storage.    Americ^  chee^se  holdings  were  reduced  seasonally 
during  September  by  10  million  pounds  tolJJB  million  by  October  1.     These  stocks 
were  kh  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  16  percent  above  the  October  1,  1956-60 
average.    Butter  stored  on  October  1  totaled  239  million  pounds  or  76  percent  more 
than  at  this  tim.e  last  irear  and  almost  double  the  average  stocks  for  the  date.  Red- 
meat  holdings  of  373  million  pounds  were  8  percent  below  those  of  October  1,  I96O 
but  k  percent  above  average.    Stocks  of  beef,  at  I66  million  pounds,  were  greater 
than  the  holdings  of  a  year  earlier  by  2  percent  and  average  by  22  percent.  Poric 
supplies  of  126  million  pounds  on  October  1  were  20  percent  under  those  held  on 
October  1,  I96O  and  16  percent  under  average.    Shell  egg  holdings  were  down  to 
228,000  cases,  less  than  half  the  amount  held  a  year  earlier.    Frozeneggs  were  down 
to  99  million  pounds  by  October  1,  the  smallest  amount  stored  on  that  date  since 
1935.    Orange  concentrate  stocks  were  reduced  7  million  gallons  during  September  to 
30  million  gallons  by  October  1,     These  supplies  were  1?  percent  above  a  year  earlier 
and  11  percent  greater  than  average.    Freshapples  held  on  October  1  totaled  12 
million  bushels  compared  with  ik  million  on  October  1,  I96O.    Average  stocks  for  the 
date  are  13  million  bushels . 

General  commodity  movement 

Septem.ber  net  gains  in  stocks  of  frozen  poultry,  fruits,  vegetables,  and  m.iscellaneous 
freezer  products  were  partially  offset  by  reductions  in  holdings  of  cream,  butter, 
eggs,  juices,  and  red  m.eats.     The  net  gain  of  li;9  million  pounds  raised  freezer 
stocks  to  a  new  October  1  high  of  3.8  billion  pounds.    A  year  earlier,  3.2  billion 
pounds  were  stored  while  the  5-year  average  for  October  1  is  2.9  billion.     In  cooler 
space,  2  billion  pounds  were  stored  on  October  1,  up  I4.88  m.illion  from  a  month  earlier- 
Practically  all  of  the  gain  was  in  the  build  up  of  apple  and  pear  stocks  although 
holdings  of  fresh  vegetables  and  cured  beef  increased  seasonally,  too.    Holdings  of 
all  the  other  cooler-stored  items  were  smaller  at  the  beginning  of  October  than  a 
month  earlier.    For  this  time  of  year,  stocks  were  about  average  and  equalled  the 
holdings  of  October  1  last  year. 

Storage  occupancy  in  public_  warehouses 

October  1  free^r  occup'ancy  in'^puBTic  warehouses  of  81  percent  was  the  highest  for 
any  month  since"Decem.ber  1,  19514-,  and  the  highest  for  the  date  since  1951.  Although 
freezer  occupancy  gains  were  reported  in  all  ar-eas,  they  were  larger  in  the  VJest 
South  Central  and  Pacific  regions  than  in  any  others.    The  total  occupancy  gain  of 
3  points  since  September  1  compares  with  a  similar-  increase  last  year  and  the  5-year 
average  increase  of  2  points  during  this  time  of  year.    Cooler  occupancy  dipped 
slightly  since  September  1.     The  53  percent  occupancy  recorded  on  October  1  was  1 
point  below  a  month  earlier  but  a  point  above  the  October  1,  I96O  rate.  Average 
occupancy  for  the  date  is  56  percent.    Area-wise,  cooler  occupancy  fell  off  sharply 
in  the  Pacific  region  from  a  mxonth  earlier,  whereas  in  the  other  areas,  the  changes 
varied  from  slight  to  no  change. 

Dairy  products 

Warehouse  holdings  of  butter,  cream  and  cheese  declined  seasonally  during  September. 
On  October  1,  stocks  of  American  cheese  were  down  10  million  pounds  to  U38  million. 
A  year  earlier,  a  reduction  of  lITmirrion  left  30h  million  pounds  in  storage.  The 
average  September  reduction  is  11  m.illion  pounds  and  377  million  pounds  are  average 
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holdings  for  October  1.    Net  withdrawals  of  butter  were  only  about  half  the  amount 
withdrawn  during  September  I96O  and  about  half  the  average.     Last  month,  a  reduction 
of  17  million  pounds  left  239  million  on  hand  on  October  1.     This  compar-es  with  136 
million  stored  a  year  earlier  and  average  October  1  stocks  of  122  million  pounds.  A 
k  million  pound  reduction  in  crea.m  stocks  brought  supplies  down  to  Ih  million  pounds. 
This  was  about  5  million  pounds  below  stocks  held  both  at  this  time  last  year  and 
average . 

Veget^Dle£_,__^uijbs^5_and  juices 

Tl^ -million  pound  neT'increase  in  frozen  vegetable  stocks  brought  October  1  holdings 
to  1.3  billion  pounds,  the  largest  amount  eveF  stored  to  date.    These  supplies  were 
one-third  larger  than  those  of  October  1,  I96O  and  36  percent  greater  than  the 
October  1,  1956-60  average.    September  stock  gains  were  particularly  large  for  corn, 
lima  beans,  and  green  beans.    Holdings  of  asparagus,  carrots,  peas,  mixed  peas  and 
carrots,  french  fries,  and  spinach  declined  during  the  month.    October  1  holdings  of 
peas  were  down  to  296  million  pounds,  a  drop  of  21  million  from  a  month  earlier. 
Green  pea  stocks  were  11  percent  larger  than  a  year-  earlier  and  2  percent  above 
average  for  this  time  of  year.    October  1  stocks  of  frozen  fruits,  at  596  million 
pounds,  were  the  largest  for  any  month  on  record  and'~ exceeded  by  30  million  pounds, 
the  previous  high  set  on  October  1,  1957.    A  year  earlier,  stocks  totaled  522  million 
pounds  while  average  stocks  are  528  million.     The  build  up  in  stocks  during  September 
was  10  million  pounds.     This  was  three-fifths  less  than  the  gain  in  I96O  but  slightly 
larger  than  the  average  rise.     The  largest  gain  was  in  ^a^]^es,  2k  million  pounds 
which  raised  stocks  to  70  million  pounds  on  October  1.    Holdings  of  strawberries  fell 
off  19  million  to  195  million  pounds.     These  stocks  were  below  both  '^ose^oT^aTjear 
earlier  and  average.    With  30  million  gallons  in  storage,  orang^conc^^brate  holdings 
were  larger  than  on  October  1  last  year  and  average.    This  r epr e¥en"t^~a "Sep t emb er  net 
withdrawal  of  7  million  gallons  and  compared  with  a  drop  of  h  million  at  this  time 
last  year,  and  the  average  decline  of  5  million  gallons  during  September. 

Meat and  meatproducts 

Red  meat  supplies  totaled  373  million  pounds  on  October  1,  down  20  million  from  a 
month  earlier.     These  stocks  were  8  percent  under  those  of  October  1  a  year  ago  but 
k  percent  greater  than  average.     The  reduction  of  20  million  pounds  compares  with 
58  million  during  September  I96O  and  3h  million,  the  average  change  for  the  month. 
A  contraseasonal  reduction  brought  beef  holdings  down  1  million  pounds  to  I66  million. 
A  year  ago  at  this  time,  a  9  million  pound  gain  brought  beef  stocks  up  to  162  million 
pounds.    Average  holdings  for  October  1  are  136  million  pounds  while  the  average  gain 
during  September  is  3  million  pounds.    Pork  holdings  declined  seasonally  but  by  an 
amount  smaller  than  both  a  year  earlier  and  average.    Stocks,  at  126  million  pounds, 
were  down  13  million  since  September  1.     During  September  last  year,  a  reduction  of 
63  million  pounds  brought  stocks  dovm  to  l58  million  pounds.     The  average  September 
withdrawal  is  31  million  pounds  and  average  stocks  of  October  1  are  150  million 
pounds . 

Poultry  and  poultry  products 

The  largest  amount  of  frozen  poultry  ever  stored  v/as  in  warehouses  on  October  1. 
Stocks  totaled  i;l6  million  pounds  which  exceeded  by  2  million  pounds  the  previous 
record  established  on  November  1,  I96O.    During  September,  poultry  stocks  increased 
98  million  pounds  or  7  percent  more  than  the  advance  last  year  and  36  percent  more 
than  the  average  increase.    Of  the  total  poultry  gain,  about  79  million  pounds  were 
turkeys.    On  October  1,  turkey  stocks  totaled  268  million  pounds,  the  largest  ever 
Feld"  at  this  tim_e  of  year  and  only  Ik  million  pounds  short  of  the  alltime  record  of 
November  1,  I96O.    Shell  ejg  holdings  fell  off  52,000  cases  to  228,OOOv    These  stocks 
were  less  than  half "th¥  stocks  of  October  1,  I96O,  and  one-third  of  average.  Fro_zen 
egg  stocks  declined  to  99  million  pounds,  the  smallest  amount  stored  for  October  1 
since  1935.     This  time  last  year,  holdings  were  II4O  million  pounds  while  the  October  1 
average  is  138  million  pcuncs.
